WORK FOR U.S. NAVY. 


Bancroft Sent to Venezuela to 
Rescue American Ships. 


WILL TAKE THEM BY FORCE. 


Castro’s Blockade of His Coast Not Ree- 
ognized by United States, 


Secretary Moody will order a warship to 
Venezuela to secure the release of five Amer- 
ican steamers detained at San Fernando and 
Bolivar by the Venezuelan revolutionary 
forces. The orders will be issued tomorrow 
to the Bancroft 

W. W. Russell, American chargé d'affaires 
at Caracas, advised the department of state 
today that the president of the Orinoco 
Steamship company, an American concern, 
had informed him that two of his company’s 
steamers were detained by the Venezuelan 
government forces at San Fernando, and 
three steamers were held at Bolivar. 

The gunboat Bancroft will be ordered to 
Bolivar, as there is fear the revolutionists 
will harm the vessels held by them. The 
Bancroft on Friday was ordered from San 
Juan, P. R., to Port of Spain, Trinidad, 
and reached Port of Spain today. 


Danger to Americans. 

Information received last week that there 
was much insurgent activity which promised 
firhting and possible danger to American in- 
terests in eastern Venezuela, was the cause 
of the government's action in sending the 
Bancroft to Port of Spain, which is only a 
short distance from the Venezuelan coast. 
The warship was directed to remain there to 
await developments in Venezuela. 

No details of the seizure of the Orinoco 
Steamship company's vessels have been re- 
ce'ved here, and officials are at a loss to ex- 
plain the course of the government and the 
insurgents. One supposition is that the ves- 
seis detained at San Fernando were charged 
with violating the blockade decreed by the 
Venezuelan government. The United States 
guvernment never has recognized this block- 
ade and will not do so, 


May Have to Use Force. 

Bancroft’s commander, Lieut. Com- 
mander A. E. Culver, will probably be in- 
structed to demand the release of the de- 
tained or seized vessels, and in the event of 
refusal to take them by force. It is believed, 
however, that the matter will not result in 
a hostile clash between the Bancroft and 
the Venezuelan government forces or the 
insurgents. 

The insurgents hold Bolivar. Advices were 
received at the state department today from 
the American legation at Caracas that Presi- 
dent Castro had sent an expedition of about 
5,000 men te retake Bolivar and suppress 
the insurgents in that locality. The in- 
surgents are represented to be between 3,000 
and 4,000 strong. They are commanded by 
Gen. Rolando. |

BOY LOST IN COLLEGE 


Child Invades Cobb Hall, Shout- 
ing “Mamma, Mamma!” 


HALLS RING WITH HIS VOICE. 


Youngster’s Mother Is at Study and He 
Is Merely Lonely. 


“ Mamma, mamma! I want my mamma!” 

In the piping tones of a 6 year old boy 
the words were echoed through Cobb hall 
at the University of Chicago yesterday, and 
recitations and lectures in the big building 
were stopped for the moment. 

Just inside the big door, where streams 
of outgoing and ingoing students met, a 
sturdy youngster clad in blue overalls was 
forcing his way through the crowd and call- 
ing at the top of his voice for the parent, 
who at that moment was in attendance on 
the class in “‘ The History of French Liter- 
ature of the Seventeenth Century.” 

There were no tears in the eyes of the 
Little Boy Blue, but rather his whole bear- 
ing was one of childish defiance. He want- 
ed his mother—that was enough to him, 
and no university, great or small, was bar- 
rier enough to keep him from her. 

Up the stairs the child went, shouting at 
every step, till the long corridors fairly rang 
with his voice and the professors stopped 
their learned discussions in mild and digni-

When Mrs. Lockwood left the house early 
in the morning to go to the university David 
was playing happily in the back yard.

When he reached the third floor of Cobb 
hall the boy was met by Prof. H. R. Hatfield, 
a neighbor of Mrs. Lockwood's, who took him 
to the dean's office, where it was learned that 
Mrs. Lockwood was registered for the 11:30 
class.

Member of Salvation Army Takes 
to Burglary. 


MAY DIE, SO HE CONFESSES. 


First Losses at Racetrack Lead to Final 
Life of Crime, 


White Plains, N. Y., July 8.—[{Special. }— 
John Webber, a self-confessed burglar, is 
dying from the effects of trying to escape 
from the police by jumping from a moving 
train. 

He says he added burglary to his work as 
a member of the Salvation army because he 
had become deeply in debt playing the races 
and could not see his wife and babies starve. 

“TIT am the son of a rich Kentucky mer- 
chant,” said Webber today. ‘“‘ My father is 
dead and I left Kentucky fifteen years ago, 
I have always lived a Christian life until 
recently. Before I became a burglar I 
joined the Salvation army, but one day I 
lost $500 while taking my wife and two little 
children to Chappaqua and then I borrowed 
money and started playing the races. 


Could Not Win at Gambling. 
-* 7 lost everything, kept on borrowing un- 
til I got in debt so much I couldn't get out, 
and rather than see my wife and two babies 
starve, I determined to become a burglar. 

‘“‘] did it simply for their sake; I would 
starve myselt, but I couldn't bear to see my 
family want.”’ 

| Posed as Mission Leader. 

The police call him the “ Christian bur- 
giar " of Chappaqua because in the daytime 
he posed as a retired “ Christian gentleman ”’ 
and a leader of a mission in New York and 
at night he robbed the homes of the Quakers 
and neighbors as well as a score of summer 
homes along the Harlem railroad. 

He told the detectives today where they 
could find more plunder in his home, and on 
making a search they found a costly organ 
and some silver plate. The organ had been 
stolen in broad daylight from the fresh air 
home of Miss Neilson at Pleasantville. The 
silverware was hidden in the chimney, secret 
closets, and holes in the wall. In all about 
$500 worth of plunder fn addition to. about 
$5,000 worth recovered on Tuesday was 


found. 

The police also believe that Webber had a 
hand In the robbery of the country mansion 
of William E. Eiselin at New Rochelle, from 
which $2,000 worth of plate and yachting 
trophies were taken. Webber denies that he 
had anything to do with this burglary, how- 
ever. 

Webber, when he brought the stolen organ 


to thet house, told wget ena that he won it at 
a raffie. In addition to silver plate there 
were found a big revolver, knives, forks and 
spoons, and government insignia which evi- 
dentiy had been cut from the uniforms of 
navy and army officers, dress goods and lin- 
ens packed in dress suit cases and satchels. 
Webber has tried to escape twice and the 
last time he jumped from the rear of a Har- 
lem express train while being taken to jail. 
He is in a serious condition.

During the early part of the night his 
holiness was restless. The occasional brief 
periods of sleep were disturbed by difficulty 
in breathing. Dr. Lapponi and Pope Leo's 
valet, Pio Centra, did their best to nourish 
the patient at brief intervals. -The pontiff 
spoke little and seemed much depressed. 
Chloral and caffeine were administered with 
good effects and about sunrise the pontiff 
tell into a more restorative sleep. 

The life of the pope hangs by a thread and 
with the expectation that any moment may 
bring the final end. Yet the wonderful vi- 
tality of thé remarkable old man is combat- 
ing a complication of diseases which would 
endanger a strong man in the prime of life. 


Quiet in Vatican Palace.

~~ A tragic Impression wus made by the pope’s 
appearance upon all who.

Rumors of Death Circulated. 

It was believed the end was quite near in 
the morning, and rumors of the pope’s death 
were circulated in the city several times 
before noon. .Thée newspapers issued several 
special editions, _stating that the sovereign 
pontiff was in the last death throes. The 
cardinals thereupon returned to the vatican 
in great haste, and the populace flocked to 
the various churches to pray for the repose 
of his soul. However, his holiness was 
maintaining his supreme struggle against 
death. He

He asked for the latest dispatches from the 
sovereigns who were making inquiries about 
his condition. 

When Conte Pecci, his nephew, expressed 
a desire that he should be visited by other 
physicians, he replied: 

“No, no. I do not wish to see doctors who 
are strangers to me. If Prof. Mazzoni and 
Dr. Lapponi cannot succeed in curing me it 
means that divine providence is summoning.” 
During Prof. Mazzont's visit in the evening 
he said: “Iam so weak, I cannot last much 
jonger, and I must leave undone many things

The bright sunshine streamed into the papal 
apartment. The encouraging conditions 
were further augmented by the constant use 
of artificial means of exhilaration, including 
steady supplies of oxygen.

t Doubt Work of the Doctors. | 

Dr. Mazzoni said in a conversaion follow- 
ing the issuance of the 8:15 p. m. bulletin 
that while the pope’s condition continued 
desperate, recovery was not entirely impos- 
sible. Unfortunately, some elements in the 
population of Rome, including a few who are 
high in the councils of the vatican, were in- 
clined to cast doubt on the sincerity of the 
bulletins, This led during the day to astrong 
movement in favor of calling other physi- 
clans. The theory of the initiators of this 
movement was that Drs. Lapponi and Maz- 
zoni had misjudged the disease, taking for 
pneumonia what was really pleurisy. Both 
accepted the idea of a consultation with any 
of their colleagues. Many eminent special- 
ists were proposed, but it was stated late in. 
the night that it had practically been deter- 
mined that Dr. Rossini should be called in if 
another consultation was decided upon. 
However, Dr. Mazzoni stated that in his 
opinion there was no immediate need of a

Wanted to Take Up Work.

I am weaker,” re- 
plied the pontiff. 

“ Perhaps you did not sleep sufficiently 7” 

“No, no,”” answered the pope. “I was 
bettér last night. Iam sorry, because today 
should be a day of great work.” 

“Surely,” Dr. Mazzoni replied, “ his holi- 
ness does not intend to work?’ 


“ Certainly,” answered the pope. “I have

not the strength.” 
Both of the doctors then sought to convince 

the pontiff of the necessity for rest, urging 

him not to place obstacles in the way of his 

recovery. 

“TI shall do as you wish,” said the pope, In 

conclusion, with a sigh of resignation. 


Crosses Room Unaided. 
Afterwards his holiness expressed a desire 
to rise, saying he would be more comforta- 
ble in his armchair. 3 
The pope’s attendant, Pio Cintra, then 
proceeded to help him to arise, but the pope 
refused his assistance, saying he could still 


“move by himself. In fact, without any help 


except that afforded by his cane the pontiff 
walked a few steps to his armchair, repeat- 
ing now and then: 

“‘I am weaker. I am weaker.” 

Part of the work referred to by the pope 
was to repeat a novena to the Madonna of 
the Carmelites, whose feast began yester- 
day. 


“Pope's Wonderful Physical Harmony. 


Dr. Mazzoni, speaking about the pope in 
the afternoon, remarked: , 

“It has always been said that Pope Leo 
has shown powers of extraordinary resist- 
ance to diseases of the constitution; he en- 
joys the absolute harmony of all hi’ organs 
and of his physical, moral, and inteHectual 
qualities. This is the real cause of his great 
resistance to iliness. Notwithstanding his 
advanced age and his present sickness, the 
pope has a constitution capable of enabling 
him to recover. The difficulties and delicacy 
.of the moment arecreated by the personality 
of the pope. He is a sensitive man and a 
person to whom a simple injection of caf- 
feine causes great suffering for about three 
hours. Three years ago, when I operated 
on him for a cyst, it was said he did not 
euffer, but in reality he did suffer intensely. 

“The liquid taken from the pleura may 
gather again and another operation may be 
necessary, but I hope not. Some of the 
iiquid may remain, and often the little 
which is left is spontaneously absorbed, 
which may be the case with the pontiff.” 

Doctors Lose Confidence. 

As the day progressed Dr. Mazzoni clearly 
showed that he was losing confidence. The 
pope was able to take a little nourishment 
from time to time, but cyanosis again ip- 
peared at the finger tips. ; 

The patient's temperature varied between 
97.8 and 97.5 Fahrenheit. 


Toward evening Dr. Mazzoni was sudden- 
ly Mailed out of the sick chamber by Cardi- 
Rampolla and a hurried whispered con- 
vereation ensued. This gave rise to all kinds 
of rumors, but it was soon expImined that 
Cardinal Rampolia had"taken upon himself 
the @uty of acting as mouthpiece for some 
of the intimate friends and relatives of the 
pope, who suggested the advisability of call-

Dr. Mazzoni replied that he had not the 
least objection to such a consultation, but 
that the symptoms and course of the disease 
were so clear and well defined as to leave 
no doubt as to the diagnosis.

Rampolla Siears of Affair. 

However, the criticising cardinals not only 
maintained their view but succeeded in reach- 
ing the ear of Cardinal Rampolla. Besides 
this, the pope’s relatives proposed that a con- 
sultation be held with the most illustrious 
physicians, naming Dr. Antonio Cardarolii 
and Dr. Guido Baccelli. But, apart from the 
question of hurting Dr. Lapponi’s feelings, 
further difficulty thereupon arose owing to 
the exfsting relations between church and 
te. Dr. Cardarelli was a member of the 
éhamber of deputies for sixteen years and 
also a senator—that is to say, he held a posi- 
tion which has necessitated not only taking 
the oath of allegiance to the king and to sup- 
port the constitution but he has also sworn 
to obey the Italian laws, including the papal 
guarantees, which regulate the position of the 
papacy in regard to the Italian state, thus 

making him obnoxious to the papal! party. 


Objections to Dr. Baccelli. 

Dr. Baccelli’s position is even more difi- 
cult. In addition to having been a member 
of the chamber of deputies for thirty years 
he is actually a minister of the crown of 
Italy, being minister of commerce, industry, 


a high position in medical science that not- 
withstanding his political principles he has 
often been called to the death bed of prom- 
inent ecclesiastics, and was even consulted 
during the lagt illness of Pope Pius IX., but 
then he was not a minister and never had 
been one. 


Perosi Advised to Remain. 
Among the first visitors to the vatican in 
the morning was Abbé Perosi, the composer. 
He decided that, in view of what he con- 
sidered good news, he could safely go to the 
country. This would have been impossible 
if the pope’s condition were hopeless, as 
Abbé Perosi is the director of music in the 
Sistine chapel. The abbé was advised by 
the physicians to remain within call until he 
could be given some definited assurances. 


Mgr. Volpini Stricken. 

Mer. Volpini, whom the pope appointed 
secretary to the consistorial congregation, 
was stricken with syncope in the papal ante- 
chamber Wednesday evening, and his con- 
dition is extremely serious. The fact of 
Mer. Volpini’s illness was kept from the 
pontiff for fear the effect of the shock the 
knowledge would have upon him.

One Man in Good Position. 
There is only one man who holds such a 
position as to be sure to profit by the elec- 
tion of a new pope, if the usual custom is 
observed.

It is his 
duty when a pope is elected to advance, 
kneeling, and offer the white zuccetto, or the 
sinall cap, the emblem of papal dignity, to 
the new pontiff, who is expected to put the 
white one on his head and the red one on 
the head of the kneeling officiating monsig- 
nor as a sign he will soon create him a car- 
dinal.

[OFFICIAL HISTORY OF THE POPE'S ILLNESS. 


ROME, July 8.—The newspapers this even- 
ing publish a history of the pope's illness, 
evidently inspired by Drs. Lapponi and 
Mazzoni, who wish to defend themselves 
from the attacks on their diagnosis of the 
case, but it is interesting as the first docu- 
ment giving exact data from a medical point 
of view. The account runs as follows: 

“On the morning of Tuesday, June 30, 
Pope Leo went for a drive in the vatican’ 
gardens. On returning he declared that he 
had greatly benefited by the fresh air and 
wished to repeat the drive. The pope said 
he felt no need of a medical visit and in- 
formed Dr. Lapponi not to go and see him. 

‘* During the night of Wednesday, July 1, 
Pope Leo complained of intestinal disturb- 
ance, which he attributed to constipation. 
Notwithstanding, he went into the vatican 
gardens and returned to his apartments, 
again feeling benefited from his drive. 

“On Thursday he declared he felt well, 
but Dr. Lapponi, wishing to know personally 
the nature of the disturbance complained 
of, spent the night at the vatican. During 
the night the pope was sleepless and rest- 
less. 

“On Friday Dr. Lapponi examined the 
pope and found pulmonary inflammation in 
the right of the thorax, between the inferior 
and middle lobes. He informed Cardinal 
Rampolla and began the treatment which 
he thought right on Saturday. During the 


day the inflammation Dr. Lapponi, 
worried, desired to have Pope Leo seen by 
Dr. Mazzoni, who since the operation in 
1898 has visited the pontiff occasionally, re- 
placing Dr. Lapponi during his illness with 
appendicitis. 

“On Sunday Dr. Mazzoni went to the 
vatican and examined the patient with Dr. 
Lapponi, confirming the latter's diagnosis— 
viz.: an inflammatory process in the lung, 
which was defined in the medical bulletin 
as pulmonary hepatization. The original 
treatment was continued, consisting of sup- 
porting the strength of the heart and gen- 
eral condition of the patient. 

“ No noticeable change was observed until 
Monday evening. It was then found that 
the lowest part of the right of the thorax, 
which previously was pervious to respira- 
tion, had become impervious, affecting the 
function of the lung. The presence of liquid 
was suspected. The pontiff spent an agitat- 
ed and sleepless night. 

“On Tuesday many symptoms confirmed 
the presence of liquid. Its increase was 
considered to account for the pope’s gen- 
eral condition growing worse. After a test 
puncture, 800 grams of bloody liquid was 
extracted. The condition of the patient im- 
proved immediately, reviving hopes, slight 
in some persons and exaggerated in others. 
The amelioration in the condition of the pa- 
tient was not continued during Tuesday. 
Indeed depression gained the upper hand.”’

GREEKS FIGHT IN CHAMBER. 


Resignation of Ten Day Ministry Caused 
by Threat of Populer Rising 
of the Nation. 


ATHENS, Greece, July 8.—The formal an- 
nouncement in the chamber today by Pre- 
mier Theotokis of the resignation of the cab- 
inet, which was only formed ten days ago, 
was followed by a scene of the wildest dis- 
order, during which the opposing deputies 
exchanged blows and the galleries joined in 
the general uproar. 


M. Theotokis, in announcing his resigna- - 


tion, violently attacked the opposition, who, 
hé said, fomented illusions among the masses 
which could not be realized without involving 
the government in the most serious conse- 
querices. He added that the government 
was confronted by a formidable upheaval of 
the whole people, and rather than use se- 
vere measures. which the maintenance of 
order demanded, the cabinet had resigned. 
The storm broke as M. Theotokis concluded. 

The president immediately suspended the 
sitting, and when, later, he attempted to re- 
assemble the house, he could not find a 
quorum, all the supporters of M. Dolyannia, 
the former premier and the opposition lead- 
er, having accompanied him home amid in- 
tenge rejoicing. 

The resignation of the Theotokis cabinet 
was hailed with joy throughout the country, 
but a solution of the crisis is awalted with 
considerable anxiety. 

Agitation regarding the currant monopoly 
is daily growing more serious in western 
Peloponnesus, or Morea, suuth of the isthmus 
of Corinth.

President Loubet was accompanied by 
Foreign Minister Delcasse, Ambassador 
Cambon, and his suite on the visit to Windsor 
Castle. He traveled in the king’s train, and 
was met at the railroad station by the mayor 
and corporation of Windsor, who welcomed 
him. The president drote to the castle, 
escorted by the Morse Guards, and inspected 
both the state and private apartments and 
visited the mausoleum at Frogmdéore, where 
he deposited a wreath on Queen Victoria’s 
tomb. The presidential party subsequently 
returned to London. 

King Edward, Queen Alexandra, President 
Joubet, the prince and princess of Wales, 
the duke and duchess of Connaught, Foreign 
Minister Delcasse, Ambassador Cambon, and 
others proeeeded to Aldershot during the 
afternoon to review the First army corps.

Arriving at the review plain, King Edward, 
in a fleld marshal’s uniform and wearing the 


ribbon of the Legion of Honor, mounted a 


charger and, preceded by a carriage, in 
which President Loubet and Queen Alex- 
andra were seated, drove to the pavilion.

Whether the petition, when completed, will 
be sent immediately to the Russian.govern- 
ment or whether the Russian foreign offi- 
cials. will be asked first whether it will re- 
ceive such a presentation has not been de- 
termined definitely. 

The result would be the same, in effect, 
whether the one method were adopted or the 
other, aS, naturally, Russia would be cogni- 
zant of the nature of the petition before she 
declined or agreed to receive it.

KIN CHAU, Manchuria, July 8.—Foreign 
and commercial! officials at New Chwang and 
Port Arthur believe that the possibility of 
war between Russia and Japan is increas- 


ing steadily. The Russian policy is believed 


to be to hold the present positions in Man- 
churia, including New Chwang, and to take 
no steps to avert hostility with Japan, if it 
is assured that Japan will fight unaided. 
The war feeling among the Japanese in 
north China is intensifying. 


Russians in Conference. 


Much will depend on the result of the con- 


ference of Russian officials, now in progress 
at Port Arthur. Those attending the con- 


ference are the minister of war, Gen. Kouro- 


patkin; Admiral Alexieff, the Russian min- 
isters at Pekin and Seoul, the political 
agents in China and Corea, including M. 
Pokotiloff, recently Russian financial repre- 
sentative at Pekin; Gen. Dessino, the mili- 
tary agent in China; the civil and military 


officers at Mukden, Harbin, and Kirin; and. 


the administrator at New Chwang. 

The proceedings at the conference are en- 
veloped in profound secrecy, but it is be- 
lieved that the Russians are considering war 
questions. 

Encroachments at New Chwang. 

The Russian civil administrators with the 
governor general of New Chwang have com- 
mencéd the erection of a government building 
designed to hold all Russian offices, Includ- 
ing the telegraph and telephone departments, 
in the center of the foreign settlement, partly 
on land ceded by the Chinese, according to 
the Russian explanation, and partly on the 
public square, about which the foreign con- 
sulates are congregated. The residents of 
other nationalities are preparing to protest 
against this encroachment on the public 


uare. 
British Company Outwitted. 


A Russian company yesterday completed 
the purchase of the river steam tug business 
heretofore controlled by a British company. 
This is regarded as an important step to- 
wards Russian control of the harbor, as the 
new company is apparently acting in: behalf 
of the Russian government, Russia having 
but small commercial interests here. The 
British company had four boats and the 
Russians have imported two more. All six 
vessels are armed and commanded by Rus- 
sian officers. The crews are composed of sol- 
diers. 

More Aggression in Corea.

away a week ago yesterday or has been kid-. 
naped is a question which is baffling the 
Twenty-second street police.

grief stricken father and mother believe that 
‘he was coaxed or enticed away by strangers, 
like little Alice Furlong. 
A week ago yesterday afternoon the moth- 
er, who had been teaching Julius how to 
~write, finished his lésson and weht about her 
housework, thinking the little fellow would 
be busy for some time with his work. At2 
o’clock in the afternoon she missed him. She* 
was not worried at first, supposing he would 
return soon. When darkness came he had 
not appeared, and she commenced an inves- 


. tigation. She found that he had taken a lit- 


tle tan colored light overcoat with him and 
disappeared from the house with ali his best 
clothes. ; 

When the father returned from work he 
took up the search. None of the boy's play- 
mates had seen him all that day, and the dis- 


| tracted father concluded that the lad had 


been kidnaped. He reported the caseto the 
Twenty-second street police, who have been 
hunting for the boy ever since, but without 
success. 

Talk of the appearance of a strange woman 
in the meighborhood caused the police to be- 
lieve at first that the boy had been kidnaped, 
but the fact that the lad took his overcoat 
with him now leads them to think that he ran 
away because he disliked his studies. 

“I can explain the absence of the boy only 
on the basis of his having been stolen,’ said 
the father last night. “‘He had a happy 
home, had just returned from a two year 
trip to the old country, and was never scold- 
ed. I thought when I saw the police coming 
to the house this evening that they had 
learned something of the little fellow, and I 
was all ready to shout for joy. I have two 
other boys, one 3 years old and the other 13, 
but Julius was my favorite. His mother is 
sick in bed from worrying and I am almost 
crazy myself.”’ 

Boy a Great Traveler. 


A point the police believe worth considering 
in the loss of the boy is the fact that he has 
been quite a little traveler when in the com- 
pany of his parents, and has been to Ger- 
many, several large European cities, and 
visited many parts of the United States. His 
love for travel is so strong that his parents 
have often commented on it, and the police 
believe that in that fact may lie the solution 
of the case. 

The family has no relatives in Chicago, and 
the police are almost satisfied that Julius will 
not be found in the city if heranaway. The 
idea of ransom is scouted by the police, al- 
though the father is in comfortable circum- 
stances.

“RED CAN” MILK ORDINANCE 
GOES INTO OPERATION TODAY. 


Health Department Calls on the Public 
to Complain Against Any Dealer Who 
Violates the Law. 


“If your milkman selis youskim milk from 
any can or vessel not painted a vermilion red 
and bearing the words ‘skim milk’ today or 
hereafter you have a right to get him arrest- 
ed, or should report the caseto the health de- 
partment,” 

This announcement to the public is made 
by Director W. K. Jaques of the city health 
laboratory. The “red can” milk ordinance 
goes into effect today, and also goes into 
active operation. - 

Six milk inepectors, headed by Chief In- 
spector Grady, will scour the city. Every 
skim milk vender using any other than a red 
can will be prosecuted. Big fines will be 
asked for from the outset. 

‘“ We will strike while the iron, or, rather, 
the weather, is hot,” Dr. Jaques said, “It 
takes only a few hours to paint a can red. 
There are 6,000 milk dealers in Chicago, and 
ali of them know about the ordinance. More 
than 100 of them came in today to talk the 
ordinance over, and I belleve it will be gen- 
erally obeyed from the first. Every citizen 
has a perfect right to complain if he sees 
this ordinance violated,”’ 

Pasteurized milk was sent yesterday from 
the Thomas Hoyne central station to Rush 
Medical college and the Chicago Policlinic 
hospital, in addition to the five substations. 
As fast as possible milk will be distributed 
from each of the other eleven substations. 
The quantity of the milk distributed yes- 
terday was twice as large as that of the day 
before. 

At present pasteurized milk is sold to all 
who ask for it at the Thomas Hoyne station. 
It is probable that the milk commission 
eventually will sell it only to those who are 
néedy or who require it in case of illness. The 
whole milk is sold at 5 cents a quart, consid- 
erably less than it costa. The expenses of 
operating the plant includes seven employés 
at the central station, not including drivers of 
the two distributing wagons.

** You can bet that I shall be closed at 
midnight,’’ said Silver. “‘I have had too 
much trouble to take any chances.

If persons 
ave eating in the restaurant, of course, I 
cannot take the food away from them, but 
no drinks will be sold after 12.’’ 


Silver’s Case in Court. 


Testimony was introduced by the city tend- 
ing to prove that Silver had served intox- 
icating liquor in the Maxim after 12 o'clock, 
but Judge Gary held that this evidence was 
not conclusive in that it did not prove that 
the persons who were served the liquor were 
not employés of the place. 

**I take it that it is often the custom for 
employés after their nocturnal labors to 
drink a glass of beer before going to bed,”’ 
said Judge Gary. ‘‘ That is sometimes the 
practice in private-families.’’ 

Policeman Johnson testified that he saw 
people seated at tables in the saloon after 12 
o'clock at night and that liquor was served. 
Policeman Moore declared that he saw the 
saloon lighted up after 12 o’clock and that 
persons were in,the garden, while Policeman 
Kelly declared that he saw a number of 
persons congregated near the bar at an hour 
long past closing time, and that glasses con- 
taining a liquid were on the bar. 

It was also contended by the city that Sil- 
ver was not entitled to more than one license, 
and several authorities were cited in support 
of this proposition. Judge Gary held, how- 
ever, that it is discretionary with Mayor 
Harrison to issue more than one license to 
a saloonkeeper and that long established 
practice strengthens the legality of this po- 


sition.

TOMPKINS WINS; 
TEACHERS TO GO, 
School Board ‘Makes Short 
Work of Disturbers at 
the Normal. 


Trustees Decide to Erect Three 
Buildings for Their Ex- 
clusive Use. 


The normal school war was ended in short 
order by the school board last night. With 
only three dissenting votes the report of the 
school management committee recommend- 


ing the transfer of Miss Marcella Reilly and | 


Andrew J. Hogan from the teachers’ schoo! 
was adopted. Those voting age«nst the 
adoption of the report were Mrs. O’ Keeffe, 
Trustee Brenan, the stanch friend of In- 
structor Hogan, and Trustee Gallagher. 
The summary manner in which the normal 
achoo!] trouble was brought to an end caused 
a great. deal of surprise among those who 
had looked for a warm word battle. The 
friends of Dr. Arnold Tompkins had mus- 
tered sufficient force before the meeting to 
convince his opponents that any attempt to 
forestall the transfer of Miss Reilly and 


Hogan or to ke Dr. Tompkins the object 
of further unfavorable criticism would meet 
with failure. 


It was a feeble|protest that Trustee Brenan 
raised against the transfer of Andrew J. 
Hogan, and before the school board was able 
to turn Mise Reilly out of the normal school 
Mrs. O'Keeffe announced that she was 
ready to accept transfer. 


Miss lly’s Salary Cut. 

Under the order of the school board Miss 
Reilly, who was| supervisor of music at the 
Normal school at a salary of $2,300, will be- 
come a high school teacher at an annua! sal- 
ary of $1,600. Andrew J. Hogan, who oc- 
cupied the chair of the history of education 
at the Normal, will be transferred to a po- 
sition as teacher of history in some high 
school at an annual compensation of $2,000. 
The board ignored the charges of lack of 
Sympathy and inability to smile preferred 
against William Wesley Black, head critic 
at the Normal school, and practically cleared 
Dr. Tompkins of the charge made by Hogan 
of teaching * bad, immoral, and gerous ”’ 
philosophy. The board also ordered the 
transfer of Miss Olive Russell and Miss Ger- 
trude, Longenecker from the Normal school 
as a result of the decreased attendance. 

After Trustees Thomas Brenan and Charles 
A. Plamondon had made a vigorous attempt 
to overcome the sympathy of the school trus- 
tees for the crippled children and prevent the 
passage of a resolution providing for their 
segregation the board by a vote of 10 to 4 
ordered the erection of three schools for the 
exclusive accommodation of the cripples. 
The cost will be £60,000. 

When the question of segregating the crip- 
ples came hefore the board for fina! action 
Trustee Brenan declared himself opposed to 
the expenditure of $60,000 for the erection of 
schools for fifty cripples. He said it would 
not be right to spend such a vast sum of 
money for the care of so few children. Trus- 
tee Plamondon urged that the scheme of 
separating the cripples under the same roof 
with the normal children had proved entirely 
successful at the Fallon school. He said 
that he had directed postal cards to the par- 


views in regard to segregation. 


Argument Over Crippi%s’ Fate. 

“The parents of twenty-three out of the 
thirty-three children attending the Fallon 
school opposed segregation,”’ he declared, 
“while thtee favored separate schools and 
six failed to respond.” Og the fAfty-eight 
children at the Tilden school, forty-six, he 
said, declared in favor of segregation. In 
View of the fact that the experiment of 
housing the cripples under the same roof 
with the healthy children had proven so 
successful at the Fallon school, Trustee 
Plamondon moved that action on the pro- 
posal to erect separate schools be deferred 
for two weeks. 

Trustee Downey moved that this motion 
be tabled. Mr. Downey explained that the 
building and grounds committee had tnvesti- 
gated both sides of the question, had listened 
to the testimony of physicians, child study 
experts, and parents, and had concluded 
that segregation was imperative to the 
health and happiness of both the cripples 
and the normal children. He urged the 
board to adopt the committee's report. 
Trustee Graham H. Harris, who has become 
known as the “ cripples’ friend ’’ because of 
the untiring fight he has made for segrega- 
tion, pleaded with the board not to defer 
action for two weeks. 

Harris Pieads for Action. 

“This may be my last night on the board 
of education,”’ he declared. ‘‘I may not be 
reappointed and I want to have the pleasure 
of casting my last vote for these poor, help- 
less cripples. It seems strange to me that 
this board will appoint a committee to look 
into the question of segregation and then 
hesitate to abide by its decision; it amazes 
me that this board will expend thousands of 
dollars with such consummate ease for some 
things and still hesitate to spend $50,000 for 
the cripples.” 

The order of the board calls for the erection 
of three schools for the cripples, one to be 
located fn each section of the city. The 
buildings are to cost approximately $12,000 
each. 

James Maher was elected attorney for the 
school board and Angus R. Shannon assistant 
attorney, after Trustee Cameron had opposed 
the election of an assistant attorney on the 
ground that the law department of the board 
was becoming too expensive. 

The report of the committee on school sites 
recommending the appropriation of $950,000 
for the erection of ten new schools and the 
remodeling of the old Kinzie school was 


adopted.

WAITERS TOLD WORK 


SANCTION IS REFUSED TO THE 
KOHLSAAT STRIKERS. 


Employes of Downtown Eating Houses 
Who Walked,Out Yesterday Are 
Told by Their Head Officer to Report 
for Duty at Noon Today—Fear of 
Further Trouble Leads to Hasty 
Conference and Quick Action— 
Kellogg Company Moves Goods. 


J. Callihan, international president of the 
hotel and restaurant employés, hurried to 
Chicago yesterday afternoon to head off what 
was feared would become another general 
strike of cooks and waiters, but he did not 
succeed in doing so until after a series of con- 
ferences lasting until early this morning. 

The strike yesterday of the negro waiters 
employed by H. H. Kohlsaat & Co. alarmed 
the conservative labor leaders of the city, 
who feared it would involve the white union 
employés and bring on a struggle such as 
that which recently tied up the restaurants 
and hotels. However, by President Callihan's 
action, taken at an early hour this morning, 
not only is further trouble averted but the 
Kohlsaat strikers are ordered back to work. 

When the situation became serious the offi- 
cers of the joint board of the cooks and 
waiters’ union telegraphed to Callihan that 
his presence was necessary here, and he re- 
sponded atonce. Thenegroes sent a commit- 
tee to him to justify their action, and later 
Callihan met the restaurant keepers, who 
explained their position and that of the Kohl- 
saat company. They informed him that the 
Kohlsaat company is a member of the Res- 
taurant Keepers’ association and that the 
union has a contract with the association 
prohibiting a strike without arbitration. 

President Callihan went into secret confer- 
ence with a few of the leaders shortly after 
midnight, and later refused to sanction the 
strike, decreeing that the negroes should re- 
turn to work at noon today. 


Taunt the Restaurant Patrons. 


The negroes had made no attempt to ex- 
plain their action further than say they had 
been refused an increase in wages. When 
asked to continue at work during the rush 
hours théy laughed, and, gathering on side- 
walks, taunted all those who entered the 
restaurants. 

The strike came unexpectedly, and was 
participated in by over 500 men. It was 
caused by a disagreement over the peace 
terms that brought to an end the recent 
ten weeks’ struggle waged against the com- 
pany by its waiters, cooks, and bakers. The 
atrike came when the company refused to 
reduce to writing the verbal contract it made 
with its employés at the close of the other 
trouble. 

The restaurants affected are at 221-223 
State street, 81-83 Clark street, 196-198 Clark 
street, 220 Van Buren street, 59-61 Washing- 
ton street, 126-128 Wabash avenue, and 331- 
835 rborn street. 


Kellogg Company Moves Goods. 


Under police protection the Kellogg Switch- 
board company attempted to move its finished 
goods from its plant to the Northwestern 
depot yesterday afternoon. The result was 
that several blockades were formed by union 
teamsters. 

It was late in the afternoon when the wagon 
drew out of the rear of the Congress street 
plant and started east toward Halsted street. 
On its trip north in Haisted street the 
teamsters attempted to form blockades, but 
the police compelled them to drive on. At 
Haymarket square the wagon was hemmed 
in by union drivers, and a special detail of 
police was called. 

At the Randolph street viaduct and at the 
Wells street bridge efforts were made to stop 
the progress of the wagon, but all failed, and 
it reached its destindtion safely. 

The corapany stole another march on the 
strikers by getting in two wagonloads of sup- 
plies. One of these was from the Standard 
Oil company and the other from the Hartwell 
Lumber company. In both cases the pickets 
caused a demonstration, but could not pre- 
vent the deliveries. 

An attempt will probably be made today to 
put several teams on the streets, as the ware- 
rooms of the company are overcrowded with 
finished goods. . 

President W. G. Schardt of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor will take up the strike 
today and try to arrange for a series of 
peace conferences. 

John C. Driscoll, secretary of the Asso- 
ciated Teaming Interests, filed a $10,000 suit 
for damages yesterday against Michael Don- 
nelly, president of the butchers. Driscoll, in 
his bill of complaint, declares that Donnelly 
presented resolutions to the Chicago Feder- 
ation of Labor which bring him into con- 
tempt and disgrace. The resolutions asked 
that Driscoll be *‘ unequivocally condemned 
and branded as an enemy and a menace to 
the labor movement.” 


UNION LABOR “SLUGGERS” 
ARE DENIED A NEW TRIAL. 


Judge Brentano Grants No Relief to 


Brassworkers Who Conducted Cam- | 


paign of Terror—Heavy Fines Stand. 


Union labor “ sluggers got no relief yes- 


terday when they appeared before Judge 


Brentano to ask for a new trial. Their mo- 
tion was overruled and the four defendants, 
Jacob E. Johnson, William H. Mangan, Gus 
Johnson, and Gustav Hoppe, must abide by 
the jury's verdict or take an appeal. By the 
verdict of the jury Johnson and Mangan were 
fined $1,250-each and the other two $650 each. 
These are said to be the heaviest penalties 
ever inflicted in a labor ease, while convic- 
tions in similar cases have been few. 

The four men were the officials of Brass 
Molders’ local union No. 83, and under their 
direction a strike was called on the Western 
Electric and Stromberg-Carison companies 
early last year. Some of the employés re- 
fused to quit work, and the four men then 
planned a campaign of slugging, importing 
men from St. Paul and the northwest to as- 
sault the workmen who would not strike. 

These “ sluggers"’ were offered a set scale 
of pay for the injuries they inflicted, the pay 
varying from $5 for knocking a man sénse- 
less to $59 for serious hospital cases.

Curran Worried Over Outlook. 


Curran was aware of the “coup” yester- 
day, and spent a bad day. He was worried 
and tried to stem the tide. He held long con- 
ferences with the freight handlers who were 
formerly with him, but found them surly and 
For once he refused to dis- 
cuss his affairs, confining his remarks to the 
strike against J. V. Farwell & Co, 

“I settled that trouble,”’ said Curran, “ and 
The men went back to work 
because I toldthemto. I madean agreement 
with the company, and when I make an 
agreement it goes. When 1 order my men to 
do a thing they do it, and when I told them 
to go back to work they went.”’ 

The strike was called off at 1 o'clock, for 
the men found that the teamsters were 
against them and that the struggle was use- 
less.

They did not used to be 
“extended with nearly so much heartiness to 
American ships before the Spanish war, or 
to great American soldiers before the civil 
war. After the Mexican campaign, which, 
from a professiona! point of view, was a bril- 
liant one, Gen. Scott traveled through Eu- 
rope and went almost unnoticed. Grant, 
Sheridan, and Sherman had no reason to 
complain of a lack of attention. In 1890 
our ships were politely welcomed, but the 
politeness was considerably less effusive. 
The present heated cordiality shows that 
foreign nations now consider us a power to 
which it is worth while to be polite because 
of its see power as well as its land power. 
Only that and nothing more. The United 
States is not the negligible quantity it was 
considered half a century ago. __ 


INFANCY AND CIVILIZATION. 

While they are talking in Boston about 
the length of the college course, consider 
one thing: Why is it that civilized man 
arrives at maturity so much later than the 
savage? 

An Athka Aleut is an independent hunter, 

and perhaps a married man, at 10. A 
‘Tahitian sets up a sort of group life with 
other Tahitians of his own age when he is 
Sor 9. A Khevsur in the Caucasus begins 
a civic and military life in his ninth or tenth 
year. 

Meanwhile, what is happening to the civil- 
ized child? He is still a child. Heisslowly 
gathering up in himself the inherited ex- 
perience of a long line of civilized ances- 
tors. He cannot arrive at maturity so early 
as the savage because he has so much more 
to learn. The accumulated experience of 
his race cannot be acquired by him in the 
first decade of his life. Heis fortunate if he 
bas acquired it, or any appreciable part of 
it, at the end of three decades. 

It ie this * prolongation of infancy ” that 
gave John Fiske so much materia! for study 
and discussion. Without such a prolonga- 
tion, said Fiske, the human race could never 
have reached its present position. As the 
human heritage of civilization becomes 
greater and greater the period which the 
buman child must spend in assimilating this 
heritage will become longer and longer, and 
human infancy will stretch farther and 
farther toward middleage. 

Listen, therefore, to President Harper at 
the convention of the National Educationa] 
association when he speaks about a two 
year college course. Listen to President 
Eliot when he speaks about a three year 
course. Listen to President Butler when 
he epeaks about a dovetailed liberal plus 
a professional course. These educators are 
not only exposing the tumultuous, weltering 
chaos of modern educational thonght; they 
are also drawing attention to one of the 
greatest problems of modern society. How 

shall the modern prolongation. of infancy, 
which keeps a man in college till he is 25 and 
defers his marriage till he is 30, be pre- 
yented from becoming too great a burden 
and exasperation both to society ané to the 


man himself? 


On the one side there is the obvious fact 
that long courses of study are necessary for 
the acquisition and assimilation of all the 
scientific, political, social,, and ethical ele- 
mente of modern life. On the other side 
stands the equally obvious fact that a man

FIGHTING. DEATH.

So he would have been, no doubt, but for 
the marvelous vigor of his mind and the 
strength of his will. Mental energy is usu- 
ally more potent.than mere bodily strength 
to endure hardships or to fight against 
wounds or disease. Take two men in a hos- 
pital suffering from the same disease and 

the one with the stronger and more discip- 
lined will has the better chance for recovery. 
_. The pope’s mind was not affected by his 
‘sickness during its earlier stages. It still 
steady flame. 
Though he knows that he must soon pass 
from this world, when conscious he retains 
a lively interest in its affairs. He is pre- 
pared to diey Death has for him no terrors, 
but he is in mo haste to die. He does not 
yield himself to death like a passive victim. 
Probably he would like to round out his cen- 
tury and have seven more years in which to 
labor for the church and fgr mankind, 

For the first time the whole world is 
watching by the bedside of a dying pope. 
There is no part of the earth inhabited by 
civilized man to which the news of Leo’s 
condifion is not’ flashed hour by hour.

SUING TO BECOVER ILLEGAL PROFITS. 

Judge Kirkpatrick of the United States 
Circuit court at Trenton, N. J., has ordered 
‘the receiver of the Asphalt Company of 
America, a burst bubble of a trust, to 
»bring suit to recover profits alleged to have 
been illegally made in the erganization and 
manipulation of its affairs. Some of the 
men who are to be sued stand high in the 
world df business and finance, but if they 
have done what they are charged with they 
have imitated the methods of the sellers 
'of gold bricks and of the dealers in “ green 
| goods” so successfully as to enrich them- 
selves at the expeuse of others. 

It is alleged of certain persons that they, 
after the plan for the organization of the 
| Asphalt Company of America had been 
conceived, bought the stock of the new 
"Trinidad Asphalt company at $48.50 a 
‘share and put it into the trust at $100 a 
share, making a profit of $73,477. One 
individual is said to have unloaded on the 
trust at $500 a share 305 shares of stock 
in a local company whose par value was 
$100, while another got $5 a share for 
| 28,725 shares which cost him $1 each. , 
_ These are comparatively small transac- 
tions. It is alleged that three men made 
‘an unlawful profit of at least $2,666,000 ' 
by the transfer of 39,975 shares of the 
stock of the United Asphalt company, 
whose only assets were the capital stock 
of other corporations, to the,Asphalt Com- 
pany of America. The same persons are 
alleged to have made at least $500,000 by 
the transfer of the shares of another com- 
pany whose par value was $100, but which 
were put into the trust at $240. 

All the assets of the Asphalt Company 
of America have been sold, and brought 
only $3,380,000. That leaves due to the 
ereditors $27,250,000. Suit to be be- 
gun against certain prominent stockholders 
to recover $24,000,000 alleged to remain 
unpaid on stock issued to them. It is 
eharged that only $10 a share on 60,000 
shares was paid where $50 a share should 
have been paid. If that money can be col- 
lected the creditors of the company will 
lose little. Its innocent stockholders—the 
men who bought the stock in the open mar- 
ket believing it to have some. value—lose 
everything.

TRAIN SERVICE PROMOTES ACCIDENTS. 
A census bulletin gives the following in- 
teresting figures about accidents on the two 
great Chicago traction companies.in 1902:

- On-the lines of the two Washington com- 
‘panies, carrying last year 62,000,000 per- 
sons, there were only three individudls 
killed and 353 injured. In Washington 
the one car system is exclusively’ in use. 
Here the train system is largely in vogue. 
The representatives ut che Chicago trac- 
tion companies admit that the prac¢tice of 
running cars iu trajns increases the num- 
ber of aécidents. They also admit that 
because of accidents their companies ex- 
pend niany thousands of dollars apnually 
in the settlement of persona) injury .cases. 
Nevertheless they continue running cars in 
trains. 

A careful study of the latest text 
on logic fails to reveal the particular kind 
of syllogism on ‘which this reasoning is 
based. The companies fret over personal 
injury suits which last year cost thé City 
railway company $300,000 and the Union 
Traction company $600,000, and they say 
that because of the damages they have to 
pay they cannot give the city proper com- 
pensation. Yet they cling to a method of 
running cars which is largely responsible 
for the long lists of accidents. . 

There can be no doubt, of course, t 
more people are injured under the in 
ysystem than under the single car sy 
"The succession of signals necessary for the 
‘management of trains leads to co on 
jand error. The gripman starts before he 
ought to. Th inertia of a train of cars 
‘is so great that the gripman or motorman 
who might be able to stop a single car al- 
‘most instantly is obliged to see his train

Many an accident might 
have been avoided if the car which caused 
it had not been prevented from stopping 
quickly by the weight of the cars.to which

It must also be said that if trailers are 
responsible for many accidents so are the 
wide open summer cars used in Chicago. 
Those gars have too many éxits and en- 
trances. The best style of open car has. 
the usual platforms at the ends and protects 
the public against itself by erecting a bar- 
rier along the sides. The Chicago com- 
panies say that they are, thinking of. te- 
tiring the open cars now in service. Good. 
When they put on open cars‘of a new pat- 
tern let that pattern be such as to remind 
one of those large comfortable cars now 
operating on Wentworth avenue. 

A summer car ought to have three fea- 
tures. First, it ought to be open enough. 
to admit whatever breezes it may encoun- 
ter. Second, it ought to have platforms at 
the ends, but no steps along theside. Third, 
it ought to be so constructed as to be capa- 
ble of being closed against rain storms or 
‘against sudden cold. 

These features would increase comfort 
and decrease the death rate. caste 


LABEL REFORM. 

No longer will dairy companies in Ohio 
manufacture “New York full cream 
cheese.” No longer will fruit companies in 
Michigan preserve “California peaches,” 
No longer will cane and glucose companies 
in Wisconsin concoct “ Vermont maple sug- 
ar.” No longer will cottonseed companies 
in South Carolina bottle “ Lucca olive oil.” 
Not if Secretary Wilson of the department 
of agriculture can help it. 

There was a pure food law passed by 

congress last year. This law forbade all 
persons to sell any dairy or food products 
“ which shall be falsely labeled or branded 
as to the state or territory in which they are 
made, produced, or grown.” No particular 
department of the governnient was charged 
with the enforcement of this law. Secre- 
tary Wilson, however, thinks that no law 
could be better suited to his purposes, and 
he is making arrangements to rescue it 
from disuse and to put it into operation. 
_ Already manufacturers have begun to 
submit their labels to the department of ag- 
riculture for inspection. Of course if the 
article described by the label is for con- 
sumption within the state in which it was 
manufactured it does not become an article 
of interstate commerce, and it does not fall 
within the scope of the federal law. Let it 
once pass any state boundary, however, and 
the department of agriculture will have the 
power to insist upon a truthful label. Label 
literature will have to be classed in the 
future with the literature of fact rather 
than with the literature of fancy, with his- 
tory rather than with fiction. The word 
label will perhaps cease to be an exact an- 
tithesis for the word libel. Let all consum- 
ers give thanks, |

which George Washington, the first presi- 
dent of the United States, was descended. 
The baron, who is succeeded in his honors 
and estates’ by his 48 year old son, George, 
a retired captain of Austrian lancers, bore 
the same arms as his illpstrious namesake 
in America—namely: the shield with the 
three stars and two stripes, which was the 
origin of the present flag of the United States. 

The American Washingtons, as every one 
knows, are descended from that John Wash- 
ington who, being concerned in an attempt 
to overthrow Oliver Cromwell and to restore 
the old Stuart dynasty, was obliged to flee 
across the Atlantic to join other royalist 
exiles in Virginia. He was the great-grand- 
father of George Washington, the president 
of the United States. 

The now American Washingtons are de. 

scended from Henry Washington, who wasa 
younger brother of John Washington, and 
whose son, after distinguishing himself at 
the battle of Worcester and at the storming 
of Bristol under Prince Rupert, settled in 
Bavaria, where, while retaining his Protes- 
tant faith, he became an officer of the Ba- 
varian army and a Bavarian citizen, 
_. The late Baron Maximilian Washington‘s 
father was a distinguished general in the 
Bavarian service and chief of the military 
household of Bavaria's first king, receiving 
the Bavarian title of baron for his services. 
His son transferred his allegiance from the 
crown of Bavaria to that of Austria, and it 
was because the late Baron Maximilian was 
so proud of his relationship with.the first 
president of the United States that he caused 
his eldest and only surviving son to be chris- 
tened. George. Unfortunately the latter, al- 
though married many years, has no chil- 
dren, and thus the Austro-Bavarian Wash- 
ingtons will become extinct on his death. 


Emperor Nicholas has conferred the order 
of St. Andrew, which is the Russian equiva- 
lent of the English order of the Garter, upon 
King Peter of Servia, thus intimating that 
he accords te him all the rights of a full- 
fledged brother sovereign, Some astonish- 
ment, however, has been created by the cir- 
cumstance that the decree granting the order 
bears identically the same date as the gov- 
ernment announcement in the St. Peters- 
burg Official Messenger declaring that Rus- 
sia looked to King Peter to punish the as- 
sassins of King Alexander and Queen Draga, 
and to thus dissociate himself from any 
kind of connection with the perpetrators 
of the outrage. — 

The two things—namely: the grant of the 
order of St. Andrew and the gazetting of the 
official demand of the Russian government 
for the punishment of the assassins on the 
same day—have excited no end of comment 
in the various European capitals and cause 
the question to be asked once more as to 
whether there are not two conflicting tend- 
encies at work in Russia. 

King Peter has declared that the demands 
for the punishment of the murderers have 
‘placed him in a position of exceptional diffi- 
culty, since the Servian parliament had by 
voting its thanks to the conspirators prac- 
tically granted them a bill of indemnity be- 
fore proceeding to elect him as king. 

While this is plausible, one must not lose 
sight of the fact that King Peter has not 
only granted promotion to three of the prin- 
cipal officers in attendance on King Alex- 
ander, and who, although charged with his 
safety, took a leading part im his betrayal! 
and assassination, actually promoting Col. 
Popoviteh, the treacherous commander of 
the late king’s palace guards, to the rank of 
general, but has also appointed them mem- 
bers of his household, the general being in- 
trusted with the direction and supreme com- 
mand of the latter. This does not look much 
as if King Peter was taking any steps to- 
wards the punishment of the murderers of 
his predecessors. 


I see that nce Bozidar Karageorgevitch, 
the cousin of King Peter, who is making the 
designs for the crown which Servia’s new 
ruler has ordered for himself at Paris, in an 
interview, published in the Paris Temps de- 
clares that the founder of the dynasty was a 
* prince of the holy Romanempire.”’ As this 
assertion has been widely copied it-may be 
as well to state that there is not a word of 
truth in it. The founder of the dynasty was 


“only declared hereditary prince and hospo- 


dar of Servia by the sultan, and under the 
latter’s suzerainty in 1808, that Is to say, sev- 
eral years after the holy Roman empire had 
ceased to exist, having been overthrown by 
the first Napoleon. It Is difficult to see, there- 
fore, how this first of the Karageorgevitches, 
who had started life as a swineherd, could 
possibly have been created ‘ prince’’ of an 
empire that had been sweptaway. . 


Another mistake which it is just as well 
to correct is that with regard to the late King 
Milan’s legitimate son by Mme. Artemesia 
Christic. In the first place the boy's name is 
not Milan but George, nor does the youngster 
bear either the title of “‘ prince ’’ or the name 
of ‘‘ Obrenovitch,’’ but that of his mother’s 
former husband, Christic.

Immeciately after the birth of George, Ar- 
temesia instituted proceedings for divorce 
against Christic, which she obtained three 
years later. Milan never asked Artemesia for 
her letters, although he declined to marry her 
when she obtained her divorce. But about 
two years ago, when King Alexander was 
visiting the sultan at Constantinople, he 
asked Abdul Hamid to secure from Mme.

about 100 letters, after having had photo- 
graphic copies taken thereof. She retains, 
however, al] the originals of those relating to 
the birth and parentage of her youngest son 
George.

Artemesia has resumed her maiden name of 
Johannides, and, with her children, enjoys 
the particular favor andconsideration of the 
sultan, who does not forget that she is the 


daughter of that well known Stamboul archi- 


tect who, long prior to his accession to the 
throne and down to two or three years ago, 
was the most trusted and honored Christian 
member of his household. Artemesta is liy- 
ing with her children happily at Constantino- 
ple. As her father’s principal heiress she is 
rich. She frequents the Levantine soclety to 
which she belongs, and also that of the great 
Turkish ladies, and for the present, at any 
rate, does not dream of putting forward any 
pretensions In behalf of her son George to the 
Servian throne.

MANY BEQUESTS FOR CHARITY. 


Will of Mrs. Harriet Lane Johnstone, 
Wiece of President Buchanan, Disposes 
of More than $600,000. 


Washington, D. C., July 8—The will of the 
late Mrs. Harriet Lane Johnstone, the niece 
of President Buchanan, was filed for probate 
today. Among the bequests is one of $300,- 
000 to the corporation of the Protestant 
Episcopal Cathedral Foundation of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, In memory of the son of 
the testatrix and to be known as the “ Lane- 
Johnston fund.” It is directed that not more 
than $150,000 shall be used for the erection 
of a building to be used as a school for boys, 
the remainder to go for its maintenance. 
The wish is expressed that the school be 
conducted for the free maintenance, educa- 
tion, and training of choir boys. 

She left $60,000 to Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity for the endowment of three scholar- 
ships for poor youths. A trust fund of $100,- 
000 is named the “ James Buchanan monu- 
ment fund,” for the erection of a suitable 
monument to the memory of President 


Buchanan at his birthplace near Mercers- . 


burg, Pa.

WATERBOY IN FAST TIME. 


Haggin Horse Wins Brighton Handicap 
jane Beats Record for Mile and a Quar- 
ter in 2:63 1-5.

New York, July 8.—J. B. Haggin’s Water- 
boy won the Brighton handicap at one and 
> one-quarter miles today in 2:03%, a world's 
record, faster by three-fifths of a second 
than Gold Heels’ circular track record time, 
made in this race last year, and faster than 
the record time of 2:03%, ae on a straight 
course by Banquet. 

Waterboy, gamest son of Watercress that 
ever Won turf fame, carried the top weight, 
124 pounds, and was favorite in the betting 
at 2 to J. He had no serious co tition 
in the raee aféer Jockey Odom made his run 
except from Roehampton. , 

Roehampton, carrying 107 pounds, with 
Bullman up, and at 15 to j in the betting, 
ran a fine race. When y first passed 
the stand he made up ground rapidly, led 
until a sixteenth of a mile before entering 
the stretch, and made a gallant fight for 
first honors when challenged by Waterboy. 

River Pirate, 105 pounds, with the colored 
boy Hicks in the saddle, was third, with as 
good as 5 to 1 against his chances to finish 
in the first three. Waterboy won by a 
length, with Roehampton eight lengths in 
front of River Pirate. 

Little Larson, who rode Articulate, was 
thrown in front of the stand as the horses 
passed the first time. His mount was fifth 
and going well when Francesco and Her- 
bert bumped him. Articulate’ crossed his 
legs, stumbled, and Larson shot over his 
head. He lay beating his arms on’the track 
and apparently badly hurt, but proved to have 
mo serious injuries when cagried into the 
judges’ stand. 

Odonfr on Water Boy set sail. end was close 
to Roehampton when they turned into the 
stretch. Then Water Boy and Roehampton 
left the rest of the field, drawing away to- 
gether, and the big, long striding black horse 
forging slowly ahead. It was Water Boy's 
race a sixteenth of a mile from home and 
Odom eased his mount a trifle. .Bullman sud- 
denly shook up Roehampton, the little chest- 
mut was again neck and neck with the biack, 
but one flourish of Odom’'s whip sent Water 
Boy ahead again and across the line a win- 
mer. 

To the winner the Brighton ssudneiis was 
‘worth $18,500. A new chute has been built 
for the start, obviating the start on the turn, 
and this undoubtedly affected the time of the 
‘race.

Angiola, which was bought at a Kentucky 
auction, is a 4 year old by Gregory the Great. 
Her first dam is by Artillery, and her second 
dam by Dictator, making her one of the best 
bred trotters owned in Chicago. Dean has 
educated her so that she acted like an old 
trotter, although the race was her first. In 
fact, she was never before hitched toa sulky,, 
all her preliminary work having been done 
to a cart. 

Harry Hoffman, who trains horses at 
South Bend, came up from the Hoosier state 
with an old fashioned looking and acting 
trotter called Clay, and won the 2:25 trot so 
easily that he' looked like a 2:15 trotter, al- 
though the best mile, according to the official 
timing, was only 2:20%. Clay stepped the 
last half of his second heat in 1:00, and 
seemed to be jogging all the time, Hoffman 
taking him back some time before the wire 
was reached. George Castle’s Scapegoat, 
which had been raising high hopes by excel- 
lent behavior in his work, startedin this race, 
but the first turn seemed to bother the goat 
horse and his breaks at that point sent him 
to the rear. 


Brown'Sam Wins 2:09 Pace. 


It was hoped by west siders that President 
Madigan’s Ione would win the 2:00 pace, 
but the little brown mare was not at her best 
and first money went to a plain looking geld- 
ing called Brown Sam.

No Doubt Ball Player Was the 
Man Who Jumped Into 
Niagara River. 


BODY NOT YET RECOVERED 


Falls Through International 
Bridge After Being Put 
Off a Train. 


Buffalo, N. Y., July 8.—Frank Delehanty 
of Syracuse, brother of Ed Delehanty, and 
other relatives came to this city today and 
positively identified the satchel that was 
left in the Pullman sleeper and the hat found 
on the international bridge last Friday morn- 
ing. 

There is, therefore, no doubt that the man 
who fell through the draw of the bridge that 
morning was Ed Delehanty, the famous 
outfielder of the Washington American 
league nine. 

The body has not been found, The river 
below the falls is being watched. There is 
no doubt the body went.ovér the falls long 


ago. 
Early Friday morning Delehanty was put off 


: a Pullman car on train No. 6o0n the Michigan 


Central at Bridgeburg. He started to walk 
across the bridge to Buffalo, Kingston, the 
night watchman on the bridge, ordered him to 
return to shore. There were angry words 
between the two. men, but it is not known 
that blows were exchanged. According to 
Kingston's story the man started to run to- 
ward the American end of the bridge. The 
draw had been opened to allow a boat to pass, 
he says, and the man fell into the river and 
was drowned. River men expected the body 
to come to the surface by today, and it did so. 

Supt. Bennett of the Pullman Car company 
said today: ‘I found in the valige left by 
the passenger put off No. 6 a season pass to 
the Washington baseball park, made out in 
the name of Ed Delehanty. I found in the 
suitcase a suit of clothes with Delehanty’s 
name on it; also the name of the tailor in 
Washington who made it. There was a pair 
of basebail shoes in the satchel. I wrote at 
once to the tailor in Washington and learned 
the address of Delehanty’s family. 1 wrote 
Delehanty’s wife in Washington on receipt 
of this information, telling her of the cir- 
cumstances, and telling her I believed her 
husband was drowned off the bridge on the 
night in question. 


Edward Delehanty was one of the best known 
ball players who have figured in the national 
game. For several years, when a member of 
the Philadelphia National league team, he either 
led the league in batting or was one of the leading 
batsmen. Last season he went from Philadelphia 
to the Washington American National league 
team, signing a two yea? contract. The New 
York Nationals signed him during the winter, 
and his declaration that be intended to jump his 
Washington contract was the subject of weeks of 
talk and wrangling.

James Settil of the Peavey Grain company 
is not inclined to be much discouraged over 
the more pessimistic reports coming from 
the northwest. “I was in Minneapolis a 
‘day or two ago,” he said yesterday, “ and 


‘talked with.a good many people just in 


from the country. From what I learned I 
made up my mind the conditions are those 
of an average year. The localities where 
appreciable damage has been done are those 
which at no time have been enormous wheat 
raising sections—as, for instance, the ‘ted 
river valley. There are certain local dis- 
tricts where the weather has been too dry 
and others where too much rain has fallen, 
but on the whole I felt much pleased at the 
outlook.”’ 


H. J. Patten, who is making a trip west, 
wired from Bloomington: “Corn is disap- 
pointing between Leroy and Bloomington. 
Should say half the fields’ do not average 
over ten to fifteen inches high, some only 
six or eight. Should say oats in this section 
are not over three-fourths of an average 
crop.”’ From Kansas City he wired: 
*“ Wheat is slow to move. Farmers are not 
anxious to sell at these prices.

After offering corn to the sea- 
board on a cheaper basis relative to the 
futures than heretofore, and at the cheap- 
freights of the season, he got this 
answer: “* Even cheap inland freights do not 
warrant the purchase of corn, as the price 
of your futures makes the cost much above 
the export value.”’ 


Charles B. Pierce wired his house from 
Kansas City that the northwestern millers 


' and the soft winter wheat millers were com- 


peting at Kansas City for the offerings of 
the Kansas hard winter crop and that the 
movement was going to be slow, farmers 
not being inclined to sell. Other advices 
from that quarter were that offerings had 
fallen off and that there was more inclina- 
tion on the part of farmers to store wheat 
than usual. 


An illustration of the disappointing har- 
vest returns in southern Illinois is given 
in some figures of comparative yields in Mon- 
roe county. Some fields which produced 420 
bu last year thrashed 96 bu this year. A 
farmer who harvested 1,000 bu last year got 
enly 107 bu this year from the same land, 
while another thrashed 129 bu in compari- 
son with a yield of 047 bu a year ago. 


A Minneapolis message to Logan-Bryan 
says: ‘‘Our reports from North Dakota 
show wheat crop badly spotted and in bad 
Shape. With ideal weather 60 per cent of 
a crop may be raised. Unfavorable weather 
would send it much below that. Our reports 
cover the whole northwest and our opinion 
is that everybody will be disappointed at 
harvest time.’’ 


“In a couple of weeks from now,” says 
Michael Cudahy, ‘“ we shall know a good 
deal more about the corn crop, and until 
then I do not think there is any cause to 
worry. I am inclined to put the crop down 
at about 2,000,000,000 bu. As to hogs, I do 
not think we will be smothered with them.” 

In addition to the twenty loads of wheat 
reported at the seaboard yesterday Lisbon 
‘was in the New York market for 125,000 
bu of red winter at a price said to be close 
to a working basis.

TRADING IN STOCKS DULL 


NEW YORK HOUSES SENDING OUT 
AS TO CAUSE. 


Fact Is That Business Was Abnormally 
Active for Several Years and a Re- 
adjustment of Expenses Now Be- 
comes Necessary—Deposits of Lake 
Street Steck Continue — Profits of 
Rock Island System for First 12 
Months 7.3 Per Cent on Common, 


It isn’t uswal that, dullness in the securi- 
ties market is interesting. But the present 
prolonged lack of business is leading to con- 
sequences. somewhat discouraging to the 
stock commission business. The general 
financial activity of the banks, the activity 
in grain and cotton markets, and in prac- 
tically every line of business except stock 
commission trading continues. 

The dullness in stocks,is pronounced, but 
it is also relative. Commission house offices 
are equipped for heavy trading, whereas the 
business offered does not compare with the 
arrangements made to care for it. Stock 
brokers since 1897, or rather from the in- 
auguration of McKinley until the’end of 
1902, had abnormally heavy business and 
profits. That trading now should be con- 
sidered small and discouraging is natural 
and suggests a readjustment of expenditures. 

Four well known Chicagd commission 
houses dealt yesterday in an average of 400 
shares of stocks. This business alone would 
not begin to care for expenses. The houses 
in question have other sources of income, 
but it has been in stocks that the firms have 
realized their principal profits. 

This falling away has led the Wall street 
commission houses to make inquiries of the 
Chicago correspondents as to whether 
financial conditions here and in the west 
were such as to occasion extreme conserva- 
tism in speculation. The situation here is 
sound. But New York, in its worry over re- 
duced volume of trading, is seeking cause 
outside of its own overinflation. The,west 
is not trading because the east is not, and 
the east doesn't trade because it is burdened 
with securities bought to sell and not to 
keep. Being unable to sell, it is forced tc 
hold, and at a loss its large underwriting 
commitments. Meantime the high tension 
of business calls for money which cannot 
be spared for speculation if commercial 
interests are to be cared for. Since the 
latter are fundamental, speculative wants for 
bull campaigns cannot be provided for. . 


Lake Street L Affairs. 

The Federal Trust and Savings bank is re- 
ceiving deposits of Lake Street Elevated 
stock and certificates of deposit of stock 
with the Illinois Trust and Savings bank. 
Against all such deposits with it the Federal 
Trust is issuing receipts, and no expense is 
involved to the depositor. The stock and 
certificates so deposited are to be voted, or 
controlled, by the protective committee ap- 
pointed by shareholders at the Sherman 
house meeting. The protective committee 
reports success in securing the codperation 
of stockholders and expects to control a ma- 
jority of the shares. 

The securities committee appointed at the 
annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
company and headed by H. N. Higinbotham 
has asked for a great many figures from the 
management of the Lake Street Elevated and 
expects now to begin actively formulating 
= plan for the readjustment of the securi- 

es.

Such a decrease in income and a corre- 
sponding decline in price will affect small 
holders and investments for estates. But 
it may be doubted whether the important | 
interests in the company, those whose hold- 
ings have grown with each new issue of 
stock, will be temipted to part with their 
shares. On the contrary, if the declines 
predicted should come, the big holders will 
be found to be buyers. They may be ex- 
pected to know that in the course of a 
few years the company will, with,the growth 
of Chicago, recover its earning power and 
the shares again advance. 

There are those whose judgment is highly

WARRANTS ISSUED, BUT CONSTA. 
“BLES ARE “TOO BUSY.” 


Disgruntled Horsemen Seek to Stop the 
Operations of the Bookmakers, but 
They Find That the Writ Servers 
Are Friendly te the Betting Inter- 
ests and That Sheriff Barrett Has No 
Disposition to Interfere—Policemens 
Said te Have Accepted Favors. 


War is to be waged on the Chicago race 
tracks if—. The element of doubt rests 
with the ability of certain disgruntled horse- 
men to find constables who will serve wars 
rants on the bookmakers. Members of the 
Constables’ association, to aman, are said to 
be so friendly to the race interests that they 
do not care to serve the warrants. 

Twenty justice court warrants are sald to 
have-veen issued for Washington park book- 
makers, and these will be served in the course 
of time, the disgruntied ones hope.

Draft of Ordinance to 
Council Committee. 


MUCH LIKE LAST YEAR'S. 


Matter of Compensation ‘Left 
Blank and Will Be Subject 
i of Discussion. 


Edwin Burritt Smith and John C: Mathis, 
who have been working on the franchise 
ordinance of the Chicago City Reilway com-~- 
pany. turned the results of their labor over 
to Chairman Mavor of the subcommittee of 
the council committee on lodal transportation 
yesterday. The subcommittee will consider 
it today, and probably tomorrow and on 
Saturday, and there is little likelihood of its 
to the main committee before next 
week. The earliest possible time it could 
reach the council ie a week from Monday, 
and that ie hardly possible. 

The ordinance in the form in which it came 
from the committee's lawyers to the sub- 
committee is a chaotic and incomplete docu- 
ment. In the main it is a putting into more 
formal words the terms of the “ tentative 
ordinance” reported by the committee on 
local transportation a year ago as the frame- 
work of any ordinance which should be 
passed. 


One Departure from Old Measure. 

The main departure from this old measure 
is the three “ waiver sections” relating to 
the ninety-nine year act and the claims un- 
der it, which are the same as those reported 
to the main committee a month ago and by 
it reported back to the subcommittee. These 
are the sections by which the company agrees 
to waive its ninety-nine year claims pro- 
viding at the end of the franchise the city 
will purchase its property, find a purchaser 
for ity or allow thé company to continue in 
business under arrangements to be made 
then. . 

So in the matter of the improvement of 
the service the ordinance is practically the 
game as the old tentative ordinance’ ex- 
cept that the line at which the overhead 
trolley must stop and the underground be- 
gin is definitely put at Twenty-second street. 

On the matter of compensation to the city 
the ordinance has nothing at all to say more 
than providing for a cash payment by fix- 
ing the fare for a passenger at 5 cents. The 
compensation clause is left blank. 


Mass of Figures Presented. : 

In leu of this there accompanies the ordi- 
mance a long statement as to the position 
, taken by the representatives of the city and 
of the companies on this subject. The figures 
of the company as to the amount of money 
it will have to expend in making the better- 
ment which the city demands and its conse- 
quent claim that the amount of compensation 


“aS well as the figures of Engineer Arnoid on 
the same matter and the city’s idea of how 
the amount of compensation ought not to de- 
‘pend on this item so much as on what is a 
reasonable rent for the streets during the 
twenty years the franchise covers. 

These various statements are for the use 
of the committee in arriving at the question 
of what constitutes a proper compensation, 
but the ordinance itself has nothing to say 
on the subject, the committee to fill in the 
lapse when it comes to an agreement. 

The subcommittee expects to take the 


document up tomorrow, probably in conjunc- | 


tion with the representatives of the street 
reilway company, who had nothing to do with 
the framing of the measure in its present 
form except to turn over to the city’s law- 
yers what arguments and figures they had 
to submit.

Ynion Traction Improvements. 
General Manager Roach of the Union Trac-

. Aims of American College. 
| What the American college stands for was 
outlined today by Presidents George Harris 
of Amherst, W. J. Tucker of Dartmouth, and 
|W. F. Slocim of Colorado college, and Bishop 
| Thomas F. Gallor of Tennessee. 
|. President Harris said in part: “The col- 
| lege should concern itself with the morals 
and manners of students, but not, I think, 
| directly by specific methods and devices. 
|The college must make requirements as to 
studies and, for the most part, must trust 
to Influence. Work itself is the best moral 
power. 
Athletics Promotes Morals, 

“Athletics promotes morals. Should foot- 
ball, basketball, and field athletics cease, the 
moral tone of the college would be lowered. 
Sports come more and more upon a moral 


“There is more genuine religion in the 
college today than in any period of our his- 
tory. Cant and pretense are not tolerated. 
Irrational doctrine is discarded. But faith, 
hope, love, and character are exalted. The 
college should encourage sane, healthy, 
trustful, God loving, man serving religion.”’ 

President Tucker said in part: 

“The American college or university stands 
for social advancement as well as for intel- 
lectual discipline. The university is that 
gateway through which democracy passes 
to the refinement of its strength. 


Scholarship Not First End. 

“Scholarship is not the first end of col- 
lege or even of the university. The com- 
mon product of each is not the scholar by 
distinction, but the man who is fitted for 
the largest uses of society and the state. 
In view of these considerations it becomes 
a matter of ‘direct concern’ for the col- 
lege and university to take account of morals 
and manners.”’ : 

Bishop Gailor said the universities of the 
country are the truest and surest nurseries 
of citizenship, and citizenship, in its largest 
sense, is rounded manhood. A university 
which does not concern itself directly and 
systematically with the morals and manners 
of its students, he declared, fails to appre- 
clate or discharge its duty to the country.
